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GEESE AIN’T COOKED 

City says there are too few birds to worry about this year

The city’s mass extermina- 
tion of geese in Prospect Park 
last year was so effective that it 
will not be repeated this sum- 
mer, city officials revealed last 
week. 

Hundreds of geese city wide 
will still be slaughtered in the 
name of aviation security, but 


not in Prospect Park. 

Brooklyn’s backyard is safe 
— at least for now — because 
a federal count tallied only two 
dozen geese in the park, 
said Farrell Skle- 
rov of the 
Department 
of Environ- 
mental Protection. 

Last year’s culling, 
plus other humane ef-

forts have 
been “keep- 
ing the goose 
population from 
rebounding,” 
Sklerov said. 

The low 
goose count is 
partly due to ef- 
forts made by the 
Prospect Park Alliance to 
control the goose pop- 


ulation by “addling” eggs and 
posting no-feeding signs. 

The Department of Environ- 
mental Protection refused to 
reveal where geese would be 
massacred this year, but said 
that several of the 2010 geese 
killing fields would be spared 
because the slaughters left too 
few geese to worry about this 
year. 

That leaves wildlife advo- 


cates in Brooklyn feeling bit- 
tersweet. 

“It’s a breath of relief — but 
we’re not happy hundreds more 
will be killed in the same brutal 
fashion,” said David Karopkin 
of Goose Watch, a watchdog 
group that has been monitor- 
ing geese in the park. 

Currently, there are just

Made in China 

Nathan's contest is coming out 
party for the People's Republic

The new Red Scare is upon us. 
America’s new-found bogeyman 

— The People’s Republic of China 

— will seek to claim its greatest vic- 
tory over the United States next week, 
sending its three top competitive eat- 
ers to the annual Nathan’s hot dog-eat- 
ing on July 4. 

“We’ve awakened the sleeping gi- 
ant,” said George Shea, the president 
of Major League Eating, the govern- 
ing body of all stomach-centric sports 
and the overseer of the annual frank- 
fest in Coney Island, which is set for 
noon on Independence Day. “Given how 
the Chinese are dominating America, 
it would be mere hubris to believe that 
they will not someday dominate us at 


the Table of Champions.” 

Will it happen this year? Unlikely. 
But that’s what Americans were saying 
a generation ago, when a similar Asian 
invasion landed on these shores in the 
form of Hirofumi Nakajima, the dimin- 
utive destroyer whose victory over Ed 
“The Maspeth Monster” Krachie in 1996 
began what historians call “The Rising 
Bun” era of professional eating. 

“No one saw them coming then, just 
as no one sees the Chinese coming to- 
day,” Shea said. “This is literally a cri- 
sis that is ‘Made in China.’ ” 

The good news is that America is 
ready for its greatest challenge. Though 
we may be falling behind in solar power 
technology, hydroelectric flooding 
and rice-making, in this one sphere

Firehouses saved from city budget ax

The city’s annual budgetary 
dance is over — and the eight 
Brooklyn firehouses that Mayor 
Bloomberg threatened to close 
didn’t flame out after all. 
Firehouses expected to be 


shuttered in Dyker Heights, 
Park Slope, Brooklyn Heights, 
Williamsburg and Coney Island 
— making up 40 percent of the 
proposed 20 citywide closures 
— were left unscathed, and more 
than 4,000 city teachers kept their 
jobs, when the music stopped 


on June 24 and Bloomberg and 
the Council finalized the city’s 
$66 -billion budget. 

“I’m ecstatic,” said Fran Vella- 
Marrone, president of the Dyker 
Heights Civic Association, which 
was fighting to keep Engine 284 
on 79th Street and 11th Avenue 


open. “The first priority of this 
city is to ensure the safety of its 
citizens, so this was a wise deci- 
sion. This engine company plays 
an integral part in the safety and 
security of Dyker Heights and 
the neighborhoods that sur- 
round it.” 


The annual budget battle is a 
kabuki dance that typically fea- 
tures a mayor intent on cutting vi- 
tal services, only to allow himself 
and Council leaders to claim credit 
when those services are “restored” 
in the final agreement. 

But before the agreements 


are reached, the public plays a 
supporting role in the form of 
protesting citizens. This time 
around, at least, an actor joined 
the drama, as “Boardwalk Em- 
pire” star and former firefighter 
Steve Buscemi spoke at two fire-

Brooklyn is bad-driver central 

More than 121,000 moving violations given out in the borough this year

You want a wild ride? Come 
to Brooklyn! 

Borough motorists are wildly 
violating the city’s vehicular traf- 
fic rules, according to stunning 
traffic data released the N YPD 
released this week. 

Statistics show that cops have 
written 121,241 moving viola- 
tions in Brooklyn this year — 
the most in the city. 

Queens came in second with 
107,781 violations, Manhattan 
was third with 97,507, followed 
by the Bronx (62,652) and Staten 
Island (23,652). 


Well over 30,000 of the tick- 
ets were given out in Brown- 
stone Brooklyn, North Brook- 
lyn and Bay Ridge. The biggest 
offenders were motorists who 
talk on their cellphones without 
hands-free devices, but that’s 
no surprise since the city has 
held several crack-downs on 
such gabby drivers. 

There’s an enormous amount 
of data to wade through, so here 
are a few highlights: 

Bay Ridge and Dyker 
Heights 

•Biggest offense: 1,003 tick- 
ets for not wearing seat belts. 

• Smallest offense: Two vio- 


lations each to motorists caught 
backing-up unsafely, failing 
to keep to the right side of the 
road and for cars without license 
plates 

• Most surprising offense: 684 
tickets were given out to motorists 
e who disobeyed stop signs.

Theater breaks ground

A renowned Shakespearean 
troupe will finally have a home 
in Fort Greene, thanks to the 
city’s hefty $34 -million contri- 
bution to move the Manhattan- 
based company into its first free- 
standing theater. 

Theatre for a New Audience 
broke ground last Friday on its 
long-delayed, Hugh Hardy- 
designed glass playhouse on 


Ashland Place in the heart of 
the BAM Cultural District, 
Brooklyn’s slowly emerging 
answer to Lincoln Center. 

A panoply of locals pols — plus 
failed “Spider-Man” director Ju- 
lie Taymor, who will helm the 
troupe’s first production in spring, 
2013 — were on hand for the June 
24 ceremony for the $48-million, 
299-seat theater. 

“We’re walking on air,” said 
Dorothy Ryan, managing direc- 


tor for the troupe. “The cultural 
district has created a great oppor- 
tunity for us. This area has the 
opportunity to be the new Off-

The theater — a glass box with 
gun-metal gray sides in a former 
parking lot near Fulton Street — 
will overlook a new public plaza 
and feature event and rehearsal 
studios and a lobby cafe. Inside,

Rooftop Films bust 

Cops shut down Williamsburg screening

Cops shut down a popular out- 
door film screening last week 
in Williamsburg over a liquor 
dispute — the latest in a night- 
life crackdown on the hip neigh- 
borhood. 

During a Rooftop Films 
screening last Thursday at a 
vacant lot at Wythe Avenue 
and S. Second Street, nearly a 
dozen cops from the 94th Pre- 
cinct broke up the show and is- 
sued summonses to attendees 


for drinking in public. 

Organizers say the owner of 
the lot had a permit for beer and 
wine, it just wasn’t on the prem- 
ises at the time. 

“We believe the officers were 
in the wrong to stop the event, but 
had little recourse at the time,” 
Rooftop Films said in a state- 
ment. “In 15 years of hosting 
public events, we have never had 
a show stopped in the middle due 
to any violations, and are disap- 
pointed at the occurrence.” 

The statement added that the 


group is working with the Com- 
munity Affairs office to “ensure 
that no such incident happens in 
the future.” 

According to one attendee 
who wished to remain anon- 
ymous, the cops showed up 
around 9 pm, towards the end 
of a set by Erika Spring. When 
she finished performing, the of- 
ficers issued the summonses and 
kicked out the nearly 150 peo- 
ple on hand.

Nelfi Zapata’s Sunday 
night homer was a major deal 
for the minor-leaguer.

Zapata’s homer kick- 
started his teammates, who 
scored four runs in the next 
two innings and cruised to 
a 5-3 win. 

Zapata was still feeling the 
buzz two days later. 

“It feels great, hitting off a 
major leaguer,” he said during 
warm-ups before Wednes- 
day’s home win against the 
Aberdeen Ironbirds.

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Golden makes history 

The only Brooklyn senator to oppose gay marriage

State Sen. Marty Golden is 
proud to be on the wrong side of 
history. 

Golden (R-Bay Ridge) was the 
only Brooklyn state senator to vote 
against same-sex marriage late on 
June 24 — yet at his first public 
appearance hours after the his- 
toric civil rights vote, the Catho- 
lic cop-turned-politician remained 
adamant that barring gays from 
entering into the same marriage 
contracts as non-gay couples is 
the right thing to do. 

“My faith guided me, as it has 
throughout my political career, in 
deciding what is right and what is 
wrong, and as such, I couldn’t and 
didn’t vote to legalize same-sex 
marriage,” Golden told Knights 
of Columbus members before a 
pre -Fourth of July parade along 
13th Avenue in Dyker Heights last 
Saturday — just hours after the 
Senate passed the controversial 
marriage equality bill with a slim 
33-29 vote. Gov. Cuomo signed 


the legislation minutes later. 

“We must continue to oppose 
this challenge to our faith and this 
destruction of the sacrament of 
marriage,” Golden added. 

His comments echoed a state- 
ment that he put out last Friday 
night to voice his opposition to 
the biggest civil rights vote in his 
political career. 

“An issue of this magnitude 
should have been given to the 
people of this great state to de- 
cide, not 62 men and women,” he 
said in a statement that called for 
a public, California-style referen- 
dum on same-sex marriage. 

Golden clarified the point the 
next day: “If the people of this state 
decide to redefine an institution 
which is older and more sacred 
than our own democracy, then so 
be it. But the state Senate should 
not have been the ones to do it. 
For us to think that we have the 
authority to redefine a Holy Sac- 
rament, based on the pressure of 
well funded special interests, is 
a manipulation of that which we

were sent here to do.” 

His Brooklyn colleagues, all 
eight of whom backed gay mar- 
riage, disagreed. 


“It’s rare that we have an oppor- 
tunity to vote on something with 
as personal and immediate an im- 
pact on our constituents as mar- 
riage equality,” state Sen. Daniel 
Squadron (D-Brooklyn Heights) 
said. “On Friday night, we lived up 
to the values on which New York 
and this country were founded . . . 
and we set an example that I hope 
the rest of the country quickly fol- 
lows.” 

Even state Sen. Carl Kruger 
| (D-Brighton Beach) — who voted 
u against the bill in 2009, but was 
| outed as a homosexual in a recent 
-q FBI probe — voted for the measure, 
| claiming that legalizing same-sex 
^ marriage was “the reaffirmation 
“■ of what a family is.” 

Golden’s vote was expected, as 
was his disgust with the entire is- 
sue. Earlier this year, Golden had 
said that his constituents “don’t 
give a rat’s ass” about gay mar- 
riage. 

The comment prompted more 
than 100 gay marriage support- 
ers to protest outside of Golden’s

• Like getting a gun, you must 
wait a full 24 hours before holding 
your marriage ceremony. 

• In the event that things don’t 
work out, divorce lawyers will be 
happy for your business.

Fifth Avenue office. And on Mon- 
day, many of Golden’s constitu- 
ents again showed that the com- 
ment was not true. 

“He voted the wrong way,” ex- 
plained Shawn Patrick, who works 
at Mejlander and Mulgannon, a deli 
on Fifth Avenue. “I didn’t vote for 
him the last time and I won’t vote 
for him next time.” 

Liz, a bartender at the Full Moon 
Saloon on Fifth Avenue, was also 
outraged by Golden’s stance. 

“What the f — k?” she said, de- 
clining to give her last name. “I’d 
like to sit him down and give him 
a talking to.” 

Some Golden supporters still 
like the senator — but also didn’t 
like his vote on marriage. 

“I like Marty,” explained Kathy, 
an employee of Skinflints on Fifth 
Avenue. “I would still vote for him 
— gay marriage is just one is- 
sue.” 

Golden’s vote will loom large 
in his re-election campaign next 
year — or at least that’s the hope 
of Bay Ridge Democratic Dis- 
trict Leader Kevin Peter Carroll, 
though no Democrats have come 
forward to take on the five -term 
legislator. 

“He’s become quite out of 
touch with the voters,” Carroll 
said. “We’re going to do what 
we can to get a fresh new face in 
the Senate.” 

Golden isn’t the only Brook- 
lyn legislator opposed to gay mar- 
riage. Before the Senate took up 
the bill, the measure passed the 
Assembly with an 80-63 vote — 
but without the help of Assem- 
blymembers Peter Abbate (D- 
Dyker Heights), Nicole Malliotakis 
(D-Bay Ridge), Inez Barron (D- 
Canarsie), Steven Cymbrowitz (D- 
Sheepshead Bay) and Dov Hikind 
(D-Borough Park). 

New York now joins Connecti- 
cut, Massachusetts, Vermont, New 
Hampshire, Iowa and Washing- 
ton, D.C. in legally recognizing 
gay marriage.

So far, Kansfield has 
booked two weddings, one 
for Labor Day weekend and 
one in October — but she’s 
still hoping to schedule a cer- 
emony on July 24, the first 
day that the state officially 
recognizes same-sex mar- 
riage. 

But she’s got a lot of com- 
petition. 

Greenpoint ministers John 
Merz at Church of the As- 
cension and Griffin Thomas 
of Lutheran Church of the 
Messiah are open to offi- 
ciating gay marriage cer- 
emonies, as are All Souls 
Bethlehem Church Rever- 


end Tom Martinez in Dit- 
mas Park and Park Slope’s 
Rev. Cheri Kroon said she 
would be “willing to travel 
anywhere in Brooklyn” to of- 
ficiate a gay marriage. 

And don’t think we’re for- 
getting about the Jews. 

If you’re a same-sex mem- 
ber of the tribe, Park Slope 
Rabbis Andy Bachman of 
Beth Elohim and Ellen Lipp- 
man of Kolot Chayeinu are 
looking forward to perform- 
ing the gayest Jewish wed- 
ding since Will and Grace 
went off the air. 

And Lippman, who has of- 
ficiated at dozens of lesbian 
and gay Jewish weddings, is 


even planning her own cer- 
emony for her and her part- 
ner later this summer. 

“I am grinning non-stop 
and waiting for the end of 
July when the law will take 
effect,” Lippman wrote on 
her Facebook page. “What the 
new law gives us is the chance 
to marry civilly, to get a mar- 
riage license and the various 
rights it conveys.” 

But religious leaders aren’t 
the only ones popping the 
champagne now that the law 
was changed. 

Brooklyn’s restaurants, 
hotels, caterers and floral 
shops should be cashing in 
with the wave of weddings 
that will be thrown together 
in the next few months. 

State officials estimate 
that legalized gay marriage 


could bring in a $391 mil- 
lion windfall, as 21 ,000 cou- 
ples are expected to wed in 
New York this year, in ad- 
dition to the 45,000 people 
from less-tolerant neighbor- 
ing states, such as Pennsyl- 
vania and New Jersey, where 
gay marriage isn’t legal. 

Count Borough Pres- 
ident Marty Markowitz 
among those GLAAD that 
gay marriage passed — and 
that Brooklyn will receive 
the benefits. 

“This is a win-win for 
businesses but I think the 
couples will benefit the most 
— they have the same rights 
and responsibilities that het- 
erosexual couples will enjoy 
and that means equality in 
eyes of the law. They win 
most of all.” 


Some businesses are al- 
ready putting together spe- 
cial rates for gay couples ea- 
ger to get hitched. 

DUMBO’s Water Street 
Restaurant and Underwater 
Lounge will announce its dis- 
count packages for gay cou- 
ples this week, while Iron- 
dale in Park Slope is offering 
a 50-percent discount for 
same-sex weddings. 

And the Skylight One 
Hanson, a reception hall 
inside the borough’s most 
phallic-shaped building, is 
offering a 20 -percent dis- 
count for gay weddings on 
account of the state’s water- 
shed law. 

But that’s not all. 

Rose Red and Laven- 
der’s Kim Sevilla is offer- 
ing 10-percent off to first 10 


gay couples who approach her 
for floral arrangements, and 
cupcake queen Allison Ro- 
bicelli has promised 20-per- 
cent off on any wedding cup- 
cakes for gay marriages that 
occur before October. 

And she’s offered to cater 
Brooklyn’s first gay wedding 
with free wedding cupcakes 
— based on flavors inspired 
by the beloved members of 
the Golden Girls. 

“I thought it was really im- 
portant to be vocal about gay 
marriage because my aunt, 
who passed away 10 years 
ago was a lesbian,” said Ro- 
bicelli. “I want my kids to 
grow up where there’s noth- 
ing shameful about my aunt 
and her new wife. And there’s 
nothing shameful about be- 
ing gay.”

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‘Vespa Mom’ crash lawsuit 

Husband wants 'justice' for death of wife and mother of three

A Fort Greene man whose 
wife was run down by a Trea- 
sury Department agent while 
she rode her Vespa last July 
intends to sue the department 
to hold it responsible for his 
wife’s death. 

Michael Dalton filed a 
notice of claim against the 
federal government, giving 
the feds six months to settle 
the case before the wrongful- 
death suit goes forward. 

“I want some measure 
of justice for myself and 
my kids,” the husband, Mi- 
chael Dalton, told the Daily 
News, which first reported 


the story. 

Dalton quit his job at Bar- 
clays to take care of the cou- 
ple’s daughter and two sons 
after the accident at DeKalb 
and Clinton avenues last July 
8, when his wife, Aileen Mc- 
Kay-Dalton, was struck by 
a Ford SUV while riding 
her powder-blue scooter. 
The SUV was being driven 
by a Treasury Department 
agent named Joel Murphy. 
Two witnesses said that he 
ran a red light, and another 
witness said Murphy was 
speeding. 

The NYPD originally 
called the crash an accident, 
but District Attorney Charles

Hynes reopened the case after 
neighbors, friends and fam- 
ily of the dead woman com- 
plained. 

But Hynes’s investigation 
also determined that Murphy 
was not criminally negligent. 


In the end, all he received for 
the death was a single NYPD 
traffic summons. 

“We did a very thorough 
investigation,” DA spokes- 
man Jerry Schmetterer told 
this paper. 

Murphy — who hasn’t re- 
turned calls to his Louisiana 
home — didn’t show up at 
a separate state safety hear- 
ing in April about the mat- 
ter, at which three witnesses 
testified. 

Another hearing is set 
for July. 

If a wrongful death suit 
is eventually filed, the Trea- 
sury Department — not Mur- 
phy — will be on trial, as 


Murphy was allegedly trav- 
elling in an official capac- 
ity when he hit Dalton. The 
United States Attorney for 
the Eastern District will de- 
fend the agency. 

“From the time of the ac- 
cident the U.S. government 
took all appropriate action in 
evaluating the tragedy,” said 
Robert Nardoza, a spokes- 
man for the federal prose- 
cutor. 

But Dalton wondered if 
Murphy felt like he had im- 
punity because he worked for 
the government. 

“Is it because as a federal 
agent he felt he didn’t have to 
obey the law?” he asked.

of global competition, Amer- 
ica can truly say that it is a 
world leader. 

The reigning four-time 
world champion, Joey “Jaws” 
Chestnut is no stranger to Pa- 
cific Rim competition, hav- 
ing defeated Takeru “The 
Tsunami” Kobayashi three 
times, even vanquishing him 
to the sidelines last year. 

Chestnut remains the 
world record holder, with 
a stunning 68 hot dogs and 
buns in 10 minutes. And last 
week in Beijing, before a tele- 
vision audience of one billion 
people (give or take), he ate 
39 HDBs in five minutes. 

“He will break his world 
record this year,” Shea pre- 
dicted. “No one can beat 
him. But what about next 
year, or the year after that? 
These Chinese are not go- 
ing anywhere.” 

Spearheading the Chinese 
attack is Yat Ming Lam, a 
32-year-old clerk who has 
been a competitive eater 
since 2006. Little is known 
about the diminutive bureau- 
crat, but he has eaten 44 Ger- 
man sausage in eight min- 
utes and a four-person portion 
of Japanese noodles in five 
minutes. 

“When you talk about Yat, 
you talk about temperament,” 
Shea said. 

Also on the Chinese team 
is Lu Ming Kui, a 31 -year- 
old from Qingdao. Lu will 
join his countrymen after a 
visa snafu almost killed his 
chances. Major League Eat- 
ing reached out to Secretary 
of State Hillary Clinton, and 
suddenly the visa problem 
disappeared. 


“Secretary of State Clin- 
ton refused to acknowledge 
any role in the resolution of 
this crisis, or, in fact, to con- 
firm that she even received 
our letter,” she said. “But I 


can see the hand of a mas- 
terful diplomat, guiding our 
nation to a new era of co- 
operation with a rising eco- 
nomic and competitive eat- 
ing power.” 

Geopolitics aside, the Chi- 
nese have one thing in their 
favor: raw numbers. 

“They have one billion 


people — so you have to be- 
lieve that out there in Beijing 
or in Shanghai, in Lhasa or 
in Hangzhou, or in the tiny 
peasant villages of Jingdong, 
Zogang, or Ningnan there 
must be a champion simply 
waiting to be discovered,” 
said Shea. 

The Chinese are not send- 


ing any women challengers 
this year, giving Sonya “The 
Black Widow” Thomas lit- 
tle competition in the first- 
ever women’s division this 
year. That contest will start 
at 11:30 am. Thomas is the 
women’s world record holder, 
having eaten 41 HDBs. 

And what of Kobayashi? 
The legendary gustatory 
gladiator — who won the 
contest for an unprecedented 
six straight years — was last 
seen not at the table of cham- 
pions, but in the crowd on July 
4, 2010, an appearance made 
in protest to his bitter contract 
dispute with Major League 
Eating. Towards the end of 
the contest, he tried to rush 
the stage, and was arrested 
and charged with disorderly 
conduct and trespassing. 

He beat the rap, but has not 
rejoined the Major League 
Eating fold. 

This year, he will again 
take on Chestnut, but in a 
bizarre stunt: he’ll try to 
match the champion while 
watching the contest’s live 
ESPN broadcast from the 
air-conditioned confines of 
230 FIFTH, a rooftop bar and 
lounge in Manhattan’s Flat- 
iron District. 

The bar is spinning the 
stunt as Kobayashi exercising 
his “freedom to feed in defi- 
ance of Major League Eat- 
ing,” but Shea just thought the 
whole thing was sad. 

“So this is Kobayashi’s life 
now, not competing against 
live athletes, but doing stunts 
in bars against a TV set,” he 
said. “It is just so sad.”

house rallies, one in Brook- 
lyn Heights, the other in his 
own neighborhood of Park 
Slope, last month. 

On Monday, Buscemi said 
he was satisfied with this dra- 
ma’s happy ending.

But not everybody was cel- 
ebrating when the budget was 
finalized Friday. Firehouses 
may have been saved, but sev- 
eral other city agencies were 
whacked by the budget ax, 
including: 

•More than 1,000 city 
workers will be laid off from 
the Parks Department, De- 
partment of Transportation, 
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Health and Hospitals Corpo- 
ration and Administration of 
Children’s services. 

•The Brooklyn Pub- 
lic library’s six day sched- 
ule will now be reduced to 
five days. 

• The Department of Edu- 
cation will not be allowed to 
replace retiring teachers. 

•After-school programs 
will be reduced. 

• Teachers will lose their 
paid sabbaticals. 

Councilman Lew Fidler 
(D -Marine Park), who was 


part of the budget negotiat- 
ing team, doesn’t like the an- 
nual dance. 

“It’s been played every 
year since I’ve been here and 
will probably continue long 
after I’m gone, but this time 
[the budget process] wasn’t a 
game,” said Fidler, “Just about 
everybody lost a little bit, but 
I guess that’s better than some 
losing a lot and others being 
left totally devastated.” 

Fidler said cuts to federal 
and state aid led to the city’s 
budget shortfall — an im- 


pact that was lessoned when 
the council dipped into the 
city’s $500 million reserves 
fund. But even that cash well 
will dry up in time, he ex- 
plained. 

“We’re running out of our 
savings because we’re con- 
tinually spending it down,” 
he said. “There will come a 
time that there’s no money 
left in the piggy bank and 
the cuts will be absolutely 
devastating.”

lyn-bound Nets next fall. 

Locals want developer 
Bruce Ratner to set bait be- 
yond the perimeter of the 
construction site and buy 
high-neck metal garbage 
cans for their streets. Such 
cans are about $500 apiece, 
a minor expense for a devel- 
oper of a $4. 9-billion proj- 
ect. For instance, buying 20 
of them would be a micro- 
scopic 0.0002 percent of the 
project’s cost. 

A company spokesman 
would not comment on the 
trash receptacles, but said that 
the company has had a rodent 
control plan in place for two 
years that involves hiring an 
exterminator and setting and 
checking bait traps. 

“We have had an abate- 
ment plan in place since be- 
fore construction started and 
we will continue to revisit 
the program to assess the im- 
pact,” Joe DePlasco said. 

The Atlantic Yards mega- 
project — delayed for years 
by financing troubles and 
lawsuits filed by commu- 
nity opposition — includes 
the under- construction bas- 
ketball arena and up to 16 
residential and office tow- 
ers, though everything but 
the arena is on hold. 

Since early 2006, For- 
est City Ratner has demol- 
ished more than 50 buildings 
to make room for the project, 
according to DePlasco. 

In 2007, the developer 
started excavating the site 
at Flatbush and Atlantic 
avenues to make room for 
the arena — and that’s when 
residents say their rat trou- 
bles began. 

The Barclays Center con- 
struction, which began last 
year, has only exacerbated 
the problem. 

A spokeswoman for the 
Department of Health said 


that the department saw an 
increase in 311 complaints 
and increased its extermi- 
nations significantly in the 
ZIP codes on and near the 
project. 

The department increased 
its bait applications from 190 
in fiscal year 2010 to 313 in 
2011 for the area directly 
around the arena. 

To the east of the arena, 
bait applications jumped 
from 179 in 2010 to a whop- 
ping 501 in 2011. 

For Dean Street resident 
Deborah Howard, a solution 
to the rodents can’t come soon 
enough. 

“I’ve lived here for 15 
years,” said Howard, 58. 
“There was no rat problem 
before Ratner started tearing 
down the buildings.” 

Since last August, she’s 
dodged monster-rats just to 
get into her house. The ro- 
dents even dragged food into 
the engine of her car. 

Another neighbor, John 
Martinez, said that he leaves 
his car in Park Slope to pre- 
vent the vermin from chew- 
ing through his insulation. 

The neighborhood testi- 
mony is the stuff of horror 
movies, but locals are wor-

26 Canada geese living in 
Prospect Park. Last year, 
more than 350 geese were 
slaughtered there, plus hun- 
dreds more elsewhere around 
the city. 

The announcement that 
Prospect Park’s geese would 
be spared, which was first 
reported by the New York 
Times, came on the eve of a 
promised “goose watch” vigil 
to prevent another extermi- 


ried that as summer drags on 
it will only get worse. 

And by worse, they mean, 
of course, the hantavirus. 

Last week, the extremely 
rare rat-borne lung infection 
— caused by microbes found 
in rodent droppings, saliva 
or urine — killed a 35 -year- 
old Long Island man. It was 
the state’s second death from 
hantavirus pulmonary syn- 
drome since 1995. 

And the Greenpoint Ga- 
zette reported that a Manhat- 
tan Avenue man was forced to 
euthanize his 4-year-old dog 
this month after it contracted 
leptospirosis, a rare disease 
caused by contact with in- 
fected rat urine. The disease 
can be transferred from ani- 
mals to humans. 

Arana Hankin, the state’s 
director for Atlantic Yards, 
said that she doesn’t have the 
authority to require Ratner 
set bait beyond the site, but 
that she would ask the De- 
partment of Health to look 
into it. 

Scores of residents said 
that they’ve been sending 
complaints to 311 for the 
past year, but they get no 
results — and they’re prob- 
ably right because the state 
agency that oversees the proj - 
ect does not get data from 
city 311 complaints.

Ferry good news

This boat’s afloat! 

City officials are happy as clams with 
a new East River commuter ferry, which 
more than 7,300 people boarded in its first 
three days of paid service. 

“I would call this a roaring success,” 
said Economic Development Chairman 
Seth Pinsky, whose agency is adminis- 
tering the service. 

New York Waterway signed a three-year 
$9. 3 -million contract with the city earlier 
this year and launched its expanded ferry 
route this month, picking up waterfront 
commuters in DUMBO, Williamsburg, 
Greenpoint before dropping them off at 
Wall Street and Midtown. 

After providing two weeks worth of free 
rides, the company began charging $4 for 
single rides on Saturday. 

No one knew if commuters would flinch 
at the price. But the numbers have been 
good. 

“It’s less crowded, but it seems to be run- 
ning very smoothly,” said Community Board 
1 member Ward Dennis, who took the ferry 
on Monday and Tuesday. “I’ll probably take 


it a few times a week at least.” 

The city estimated that if the ferry could 
attract 400,000 riders in its first year, the 
service would be successful. Early rider- 
ship is ahead of that pace — but then again, 
it’s the summer. 

A previous ferry operator, New York Wa- 
ter Taxi, fizzled for lack of all-year com- 
muters and city subsidies. 

But Billybey Ferry Company CEO Paul 
Goodman was confident his company would 
avoid a similar fate, noting that ridership has 
“exceeded our expectations” and was con- 
fident “high demand” for the boats would 
continue through the year. 

So far, New York Waterway recorded 
4,500 rides over the weekend plus another 
2,824 on Monday. 

Goodman can count on transit loyalty 
from Williamsburg commuters such as Pris- 
cilla Terrero, who compared the service 
to “free yoga,” and contemplated buying 
an unlimited monthly pass for the sum- 
mer months. 

“It’s so relaxing! — It’s just a great idea 
and it’s right there,” said Terrero. “My com- 
mute is about the same time as if I was 
taking the L, but I get to see the city from 
another angle.”

T he more things change, 
the more the Feast of the 
Giglio stays the same. 
The Williamsburg tra- 
dition of local strongmen 
hoisting a three-ton statue 
of a saint while onlookers 
snack on Italian street food 
hasn’t changed much in its 
124 -year history. And that’s 
just the way frequent feast- 
goers like it. 

“People who have grown 
up in the neighborhood want 
the tradition to stay the same 


so they can experience 
it year after year,” said 
Vinny Occuito, this 
summer’s head “Capo,” 
who directs the Giglio 
lifters. 

The Feast of the 
Giglio honors Italy’s 
St. Paulinus, who in 
the fifth century offered 
himself into slavery to 
save his son and then 
managed to escape. When he 
returned to his hometown, he 
was showered with lilies. The 
church-sponsored Havemeyer 
Street celebration pays tribute 
to St. Paulinus with the giglio, 


which means lily but is actu- 
ally a giant tower equipped 
with a model of the saint. 

After more than 120 years, 
the “Dancing of the Giglio” 
is still the festival’s main at- 


traction. Who wouldn’t want 
to see 130 men carry a lily- 
covered, 80 -foot-tall tower 
on their shoulders through 
the street for five hours? And 
if that wasn’t enough heavy- 
lifting, an additional 120 men 
parade around with a life- 
size reproduction of St. Pau- 
linus’s boat. Three lifts will 
occur during the festival, the 
first on July 10. 

Of course, the Feast is also 
famous for its carnival rides, 
fried dough-hawking vendors 
and daily masses at Our Lady 
of Mount Carmel Church.

Knish knice

he knish is ready for its 
comeback. 

The borough’s knish- 
eries — once as common as 
bagel stores and pizzerias 
— have all closed, but Park 
Sloper Laura Silver thinks 
that a potato pie renaissance 
is just ahead. 

To do her part, Silver, the 
leading expert on the cab- 
bage-, potato-, meat- or kasha- 
stuffed dough, willleadatwo- 
session course next week at 
Brooklyn Brainery. 

“The knish is a repository 
or culture, history and mem- 
ories — the manifestation 
of 6,000 years of history,” 
said Silver. “Now it’s hard 
to get a good knish. But I 
am hopeful about a knish 
renaissance. It’s time.” 

The biggest blow to knish 
consciousness came in 2005, 
when Mrs. Stahls closed after 
60 years in Brighton Beach. 
So few people even remem- 
ber the knish that Silver’s 
class will start with an ex- 
ploration of its Eastern Euro- 
pean Jewish origin through 
legends and songs, and move 
onto tastings, with samples 
of old-school knishes from 
Adelmans Deli on Kings 
Highway and a new inter- 
pretation from Mile End in 


Boerum Hill. 

“Sometimes we’ll get 
really creative. We did a 
roasted asparagus one re- 
cently that was really nice,” 
said Leslie Wallick, a server 
at the Boerum Hill deli. “It 
tends to be with what sea- 
sonal vegetables we have.” 

Eventually, Silver hopes 
to hold a course on making 
the doughy dish, so knish 
enthusiasts can get creative 
themselves. 


“It’s a communal activ- 
ity — it’s all about bringing 
people together,” said Sil- 
ver. “My vision is to have 
the biggest knish baking ses- 
sion on record.”

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The bugs are back 

Ladybug Transistor returns to Knitting Factory

T he Ladybug Transistor may no lon- 
ger name albums after Ditmas Park 
streets, but it’s still very much a 
Brooklyn band. 

Since releasing its first album, 
“Marlborough Farms,” in 1995, the 
band’s been anchored in Flatbush — 
specifically, lead singer Gary Olson’s 
house on Marlborough Street, which 
features a basement recording studio 
and is fondly nicknamed after that 
first album. 

“When I first moved to the area, 
I liked the idea of a more communal 
living situation,” explained the Mid- 
wood native about that curious name. “I 
would just read about hippy commune 
working farms. I wanted to start my 
own cult out here in Brooklyn.” 
Olson may not have started a hippy 
cult per se, but he has achieved a nice 
following for the band’s New Wave-in- 
spired pop rock, established in “Mar- 
lborough Farms” and the follow-ups, 
“Beverley Atonale,” “The Albemarle 
Sound” and “Argyle Heir” — whose 
titles are a who’s who of Ditmas Park 
blocks.

Olson. “It happens to everyone.” 

The album has a heavy heart, but 
it’s due in large part to the death of 
the band’s drummer, San Fadyl, four 
years ago to an asthma attack, rather 


than failed relationships. 

“Sadness runs through there a lot,” 
said Olson. “It’s hard to be specific, 
but San’s influence is there and a lot 
of his heart is in there. We carry a lot 
of him around.” 

On July 6, the band will sing about 
subway dalliances, break-ups and loss 
with a show at the Knitting Factory 
in Williamsburg. 

“We haven’t done like a proper 
local show in a long time,” said Ol- 
son. “We’re really looking forward 
to that one.”

E very year as school 
ends, I feel a lit- 
tle sentimental. One 
more milestone in my daugh- 
ters’ lives, another notch on 
their backpacks, another year 
closer to their college depar- 
tures.

screened tonight across the 
river, at Solar One on 23rd 
Street and the East River, free 
of charge. 

The gravel lot in Williams- 
burg is largely unused, save 
for a concert series last sum- 
mer called Rock yard orga- 
nized by Jelly NYC. The se- 
ries featured beer, as well as 
food and a slip-n-slide. 

The Rooftop Films inci- 
dent comes in the wake of 
previous liquor disputes in 
the area. In April, some com- 
munity leaders called for a 
moratorium on all new liquor 
licenses in Williamsburg and 
Greenpoint (that move was 
later abandoned — at least 


for now). Before that, Bush- 
wick gallery Arch Collective 
complained about multiple 
cases of patrons getting hit 
with summonses for drink- 
ing beer at openings, most re- 
cently in February. And last 
spring, cops shut down pro- 
moter Todd Patrick’s Market 
Hotel music hall in Bushwick 
for operating without a li- 
quor license. 

This is not Rooftop Films’ 
first brush with city bureau- 
cracy. Last December, the 
FDNY shut down a sold-out 
screening in a tunnel below 
Atlantic Avenue, citing safety 
concerns. 

A police spokesman did 
not return calls.

who joined the entire Brook- 
lyn delegation in this corn- 
tastrophe. “But to be hon- 
est, I was more focused on 
passing legislation that gave 
all New Yorkers the rights 
they deserve.” 

Squadron’s vote gave his 
predecessor, former Sen. 
Marty Connor, a chance 
to mock the man who de- 
feated him in 2008. 

“Isn’t that terrible — it’s 
not a vegetable,” said Con- 
nor. “It’s a grain; you make 
bread out of it.” 

For the record, a grain is 
actually a form of fruit. The 
state fruit, however, is al- 
ready the apple, our princi- 
pal agricultural product. 

Despite widespread 
mockery of the Albany vote, 
many farmers didn’t seem 
to care that a fruit was now 
the state vegetable. 

“Vegetable is a non-bo - 
tanical term — if you want 
to call corn what it is, it’s a 
monocot,” said Annie No- 
vak, who grows more on- 
ion than corn at her Eagle 
Street Rooftop Farm in 
Greenpoint. 

But she’s OK with corn’s 


day in the sun. 

“Eaten on the cob, it’s 
a veggie all the way,” she 
said. 

And Brooklyn restau- 
rants say corn is by far a 
more popular ingredient 
among diners while on- 
ions are merely a “com- 
ponent” to any dish. 

“Corn is delicious and 
more readily eaten so maybe 
that had something to do 
with the vote,” said Calex- 
ico co-owner David Vend- 
ley, who uses corn in his 
tortillas, chips, salsas, and 
“elote,” or Mexican-style 
corn on the cob. 

Yes, popularity can turn 
a talentless singer into a pop 
phenomenon, but it can’t 
make a grain a vegetable. 

And onion has a much 
stronger-smelling claim on 
being the state vegetable. 

Farms in New York State 
grow both crops, of course, 
but New York is the sec- 
ond-largest onion producing 
state in the country, behind 
Texas. We’re far from the 
largest corn grower. 

And the city’s original 
nickname was “The Big 
Onion,” which was actu-

ally derogatory. 

Seth Kamil, who has 
been leading walking tours 
of Brooklyn and its outer bor- 
oughs since 1991, named his 
company, Big Onion Walk- 
ing Tour, as a metaphor for 
peeling away the city’s lay- 
ers of history. 

Kamil said that the Senate 
made a mistake and the vote 
should be shucked.

Don’t Let It Get On 
Your Nerves: Treating 
Peripheral Neuropathy

O ver 20 million Americans are impacted 
by some form of peripheral neuropathy. 
The condition results from damage to the pe- 
ripheral nerves, which connect the brain and 
the spinal cord (the central nervous system) to 
limbs and organs. Damage to the nerves can 
be caused by illnesses such as Lyme disease, 
cancer, kidney failure, rheumatoid arthritis or 
nutritional deficiencies. It is also sometimes 
a side effect of chemotherapy. One of the 
most common causes is diabetes. While the 
causes of peripheral neuropathy vary, they 
tend to produce similar symptoms: most of- 
ten patients suffering from neuropathy will 
experience pain, weakness, numbness, burn- 
ing, tickling or tingling sensations ("pins and 
needles") in the legs, feet, arms and hands 
and/or difficulty walking. Peripheral neuropa- 
thy can occur at any age but is most common 
among older adults. It may arrive suddenly or 
progress gradually, over a period of years. 

Although many people develop the symp- 
toms of neuropathy, public awareness of this 
condition is low; often, those who have one 
or more signs and symptoms remain undiag- 
nosed for months or years. Even more impor- 
tant, neuropathy may be the first sign of a 
previously undiagnosed condition, including 
diabetes, hepatitis, and infectious or rheu- 
matologic disease. Individuals who develop 
symptoms without an obvious cause should 
see their doctors. 

Fortunately, neuropathy can frequently be 
managed and fully controlled, especially when 


diagnosis and understanding are established 
at an early stage. With mild symptoms, adjust- 
ing lifestyle choices can alleviate neuropathy. 
Daily exercise can relieve symptoms of pain 
and can keep blood sugar levels under control 
for patients with neuropathy who also have di- 
abetes. Foot care, especially for patients with 
diabetes is important; tight shoes and socks 
can increase pain and limit circulation. Smok- 
ing cessation can increase blood circulation 
and decrease tingling sensations. Healthy eat- 
ing is also important because it ensures that 
patients get essential vitamins and minerals. 
Emphasis should be placed on low-fat meats 
and dairy products, with lots of fruits, vegeta- 
bles and whole grains included in the diet. 

If the symptoms do not abate, patients with 
neuropathy may be treated with medications 
that have been proven to relieve pain, such as 
topical anesthetics, anti-seizure medications 
(which have been proven to decrease nerve 
pain) and anti-depressants, which have been 
found to help relieve discomfort by interfer- 
ing with chemical processes in the brain and 
spinal cord pain centers. 

It is important to remember that neuropathy 
can be the marker for a more significant health 
problem and that treatment of the neuropathy 
depends, in part, on the underlying cause. It's 
a good idea to consult your doctor at the first 
signs. Though it is important to understand the 
causes, regardless of whether the neuropathy 
is symptomatic or idiopathic (without cause) it 
is often a manageable condition.

ible, the 35 -foot-tall main 
stage will have a trapped 
door, and state-of-the-art 
acoustics will allow spec- 
tators to hear whispered 
lines.
